FRENCH educator, Anatole France, spoke to a gathering 
of school teachers recently and he had only one message 


"Burn all books that teach hatred," he told his audience. : 


It was a simple message, but how much there is in it. The 


war ruins of Europe were shifting before his mind like a 
kaleidoscope. He saw lands beggared by the-stern realities of 
war and he wanted no more of it. His heart was not bitter. He 
knew he was speaking to those who would instill the ideas and 
ideals of citizenship in a future generation. Unpopular as it 
might seem he saw his mission and he spoke these words: 


"In developing the child,- you will determine. the 


'future. What a task at this hour, when the world is 


: crumbling, when the old order of society sinks under 


the weight of its sins; and when conquerors and con- • 


. "quered are alike plunged in a common misery, in which 


they bandy expressions.of hatred.' 


• "My friends, make hatred hated! It is the^most 


• • 
necessary and simple part of your task; the state to 
which a devastating war" has reduced France and ,the 
whole.world imposes upon you duties extremely com- • 
pl.ex and consequently extremely difficult to fulfill. Par- • 
don me for returning to this: it is the great point upon 
which everything depends. It is for you, without hope 
of aid or support, or "even consent, to change primary 


• . • education .from the ground up, in order, to make work- 


ers. There is place today in our society only for work- 
ers ; the rest will be swept away in the storm. Make 
intelligent workers, instructed in the arts they prac- 
tice, knowing what they owe to the national and to the 
human community. 


"Burn all the books which teach hatred. Exalt work 


and love. Let us develop reasonable men, capable of 
trampling under foot'the vain splendor of, barbaric 
»• 


glories, andvof resisting the sanguinary ambitions of 
nationalism and imperialism which have crushed their 
fathers."

What a mission it is for the world to again inculcate the 


spirit of peace! The human race must ever.move onward—for- 
ward. John Bright once said of William Ewart Gladstone, that 
he was "always creeping toward the light." It was this spirit 
of lifting his eyes to the light of a better day that animates 
anatole France. "Make the child love peace and^its works," he 
said. The thousands of school teachers of Wisconsin and Amer- 
ica can well follow his majestic lesson.
